AM idnight Prayer Heard at a Distance---Wonderful Things for Us 
Just Ahead. 
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Many strange occurrences have 
been recorded since the begin- 
ning of the falling of the “Lat- 
ter Rain’’ nearly four years ago. 
The appearance of tire and of 
angels. The hearing of the sing- 
ing of a host of angels in the 
heavens. The heavenly chorus. 
The singing by the Holy Ghost 
through human lips as he played 
upon the vocal organs. The hear- 
ing of voices at too great a dis- 
tance to be heard except by su- 
pernatural arrangement. One of 
the latter experiences was rela- 
ted to me a few minutes ago. 

A little girl had just retired for 
the night. She was lying on the 
bed wide awake. She told the 
folks in the room that she heard 
several persons singing, and 
naming the persons whose voices 
she heard, asked where they 
were. Her sister, thinking she 
was asleep and dreaming, tried 
to awaken her from her disturbed 
slumber, but found her to be al- 
ready wide awake. The singing 
was so plain, and the voices so 
distinct to her, that she thought 
all in the room ought to be able 


to hear the sound, and she urged 
them to listen, but it was all in 
vain. A day or two afterwards 
it was learned that the very per- 
sons whose voices she heard were 
together four miles distant sing- 
ing the very songs she heard and 
named. 

Some little time prior to this 
occurrence, this same little girl's 
mother was singing, and her sis- 
ter living four miles distant who 
was lying on her bed sick heard 
the singing, and became so en- 
tranced with the beauty of the 
song and the power of God that 
she joined with her sister in the 
song, as though they were in the 
same room sitting side by side. 
The people listening tried in vain 
to hear the other voice she was 
so positive she heard. Later, it 
was learned that the sister four 
miles away was really singing 
the same song at the same time 
the sister heard her. 

We had some similar experien- 
ces here about eighteen months 
ago during the wonderful revival 
and outpouring of the Spirit God 
gave us, which lasted about three 





months. A sister who lived at 
some distance had retired after 
returning home from the meet- 
ing at night, and was sleeping 
soundly, when she was suddenly 
awakened by a touch and a pull 
at the cover or her night clothes. 
She was immediately wide awake 
and thought her husband had 
awakened her; but what startled 
her still more, she heard a famil- 
iar voice in prayer, and he was 
praying for her. In vision she 
saw him kneeling in prayer in 
his room at the midnight hour. 
To prove to her own satisfaction 
that she was awake, and not 
dreaming, she arose from the bed 
and walked out on the porch and 
got a drink of water, and re- 
turned again to the bed, all the 
while hearing the prayer and un- 
derstanding the words. She 
talked to her husband about it 
and tried to get him to hear the 
voice, but it was in vain he list- 
ened. The prayer was changed 
from praying for her to others, 
and finally ceased altogether. 
The incident was so singular 
that the sister kept it to herself 
for some time, when finally she 
was so pressed by the Spirit that 
she came to the house and asked 
to see the room where the prayer 
was seen in the vision, and as 
she was shown into the room she 
saw the furniture and everything 
in the room just as she had seen 
it in the vision. She was so much 
amazed and the power of God 


came on her in a way that she 
almost fell to the flour. She af- 
terward told us all about it, and 
she is a truthful woman,. and 
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since then has received the Holy 
Ghost. 
The person heard praying was, 
*to the best of his recollection, in 
prayer at the very time she heard 
the voice. 

Incidents of this kind need not 
seem so strange when we think 
of the invention by man of the 
wireless telegraphy. God is re- 
ally unlimited, and can transmit 
sound as He wills. 

We are only on the border line 

_ of the miraculous. As the “‘lat- 
ter rain’’ continues to fall and 
the. Spirit continues to operate, 
and we get into the midst of the 
unexplored region of grace and 
power, and back to the full blaze 
of Pentecost on all lines, we will 
see greater manifestations and 
wonders than has yet been wit- 
nessed. ‘““Therefore, behold, I 
will proceed to do a marvelous 
work and wonder; for the wis- 
dom of their wise men shall per- 
ish, and the understanding of 
their prudent men shall be hid.’’ 
Isa. 29:14. 

If God’s childrer will only con- 
tinue in obedience and faith and 
stand fast in the liberty where- 
with Christ has made them free, 
and be as clay in the potter’s 
hands, God will bear witness, 
both with signs and wonders, and 
with divers miracles, and gifts 
of the Holy Ghost, according to 
His own will. Heb. 2:4. Until 
things of this kind transpire 
along and along in our ministry 
we are not fully preaching the 
Gospel of Christ, for Paul at 
Romans 15:18-19 plainly states 
this fact. ‘‘For (says Paul) I 
will not dare to speak of any of 
those things which Christ hath 
not wrought by me, to make the 
Gentiles obedient, by word or 
deed, through mighty signs and 
wonders, by the power of the 
Spirit of God; so that from Je- 
rusalem, and round about unto 
Illyricum, I have fully preached 
the gospel of Christ.’’ People 


will object and criticise, mock 
and cry ‘‘fanaticism,”’ call you 
a “crank’’ or mad, but what is 
that more than they accused Je- 


sus and Paul. They said Jesus 
had a devil and was beside Him- 
self. They said Paul was mad. 
But Pau! says to that class of 
people, ‘‘Beware, therefore, lest 
that come upon you which is spo- 
ken of in the prophets; Behold, 
ye despisers, and wonder and 
perish; for I work a work in your 
days, a work which ye shall in 
no wise believe, though a man de- 
clare it unto you.” Acts 13:40-41. 
Let us, therefore, draw near to 
God with a true heart, in full 
assurance of faith, and let us 
consider one another to provoke 
unto love and good works, ex- 
horting one another, for the 
time is short. We need to be‘at 


our best for God, and present . 


our bodies to Him a living sacri- 
fice, which is our reasonable ser- 


vice.

He Will Speak in Other 
Tongues. 


The Holy Ghost comes to glorify Je- 
sus Christ, and reveals His power to 
save, cleanse and heal. He reveals the 
power and value of the Blood of Christ. 
He reveals the weakness and need of 


- humanity. Those who are filled with 


the Holy Ghost feel their need of God 
more than any one else does or can. 
Nothing can take the place of the 
Holy Ghost in the life of tne believer. 
A man can be learned and eloquent and 
orthodox, as well, but he is as much in 
need of the Spirit as any one else. One 
may be able to draw good crowds and 
to entertain them with beautiful dis- 
courses, and even preach much truth, 
deep truth at that; but unless it is 
backed up by the power of the Holy 
Ghost, it will bear little fruit, and per- 





haps none to perfection. A man may 
have power to charm people with his 
eloquence and natural gifts and talents, 
and may be able to discourse learnedly 
upon any subject, but still he needs the 
Holy Ghost. Christ said, ‘‘Tarry till 
ye are endued with power from on 
high,’’ but to-day men are saying, 
‘‘Tarry till you graduate.’’ After Pen- 
tecost, the Church was full of men who 
were full of the Holy Ghost and power, 
faith and wisdom, but their power was 
from God, and their faith was in God, 
and their wisdom was from God. They 
were men who were unlettered and ig- 
norant, so far as worldly wisdom is con- 
cerned, but the wisest men among the 
Jews were unable to resist the wisdom 
with which they svake. 


To-day the churches are filled with 
men of profound learning, but where is 
the power that rested upon the Church 
in the early days? Where are the evi- 
dences of a personal Holy Ghost in the 
Church to-day? What is happening to 
‘convince the world that Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God, is raised up from the 
dead, and to turn men to Him for sal- 
vation. It is indeed sad that God has 
to do His work largely outside of the 
churches, and it is st#l sadder that so 
many of the learned preachers of to- 
day are so stoutly resisting the work 
that the Holy Spirit is doing. The 
signs and wonders in a great measure 
are following the preaching of the 
Word in many places. The people are 
speaking in other tongues. The sick 
are being healed; and some are prophe- 
sying, but it is largely happening out- 
side of all denominational churches. 

On the other hand, God is stirring up 
many ministers, who are learned and 
gifted, and they are earnestly seeking 
Him for His fulness. Some have come 
to our meetings, and have tarried til! 
they were baptized in the Holy Ghost, 
and spoken in tongues, and gone forth 
to labor for the Lord. We have had 
those come who have spent many years 
in colleges and universities, but whose 
heart hunger was so great that it drove 
them to seek God, till He came and 
filled them with the Holy Ghost, ac- 
cording to the Scripture. In such cases 
it is blessed to see them filled with the 
love and joy and peace of God, and to 
hear them speak in other tongues and 
magnify God. One of this class, who 
tarried for months before the Spirit 
fell on him, said a little later, that al- 
ready what he had received more than 
paid him for all the time gand money it 
had cost him to wait be the Lord, 
till he was endued with er from on 
high. 

Others have told me of how they have 
preached the Gospel they love so much 


for years, all the time conscious that 
they had never received the Holy Ghost, 
and some say they are determined to 
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never continue their work till they are 
consciously filled with the Holy Ghost. 

My brethren in the ministry, every- 
where, permit me to ask this question, 
which I trust that you will answer hon- 
estly before God, before Whom we will 
be called to account in the last day, 
‘‘Have you received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed? When and where 
did you receive Him? What experience 
did you have at the time? Where in 
the Scripture is an account of an expe- 
rience like yours? 

If any one shall answer that he is ed- 
ucated and successful. and does not feel 
the need of such an experience, I ask 
you if you believe you are better pre- 
pared to do the work of the Lord than 
Peter and John were, when Jesus com- 
manded them not to depart from Jeru- 
salem, but to tarry for the promise of 
the Father, ana if Jesus would not al- 
low the Apostles themselves to as much 
as leave Jerusalem, how must He feel 
about many who are in the ministry to- 
day? My brethren, suffer a worl of 
exhortation. Read very carefully the 
book of Acts, and if you find that you 
have not received the Holy Ghost ac- 
cording to the Word of God, do not be 
discouraged, but rejoice that He has 
revealed to you that you can have just 
what the Apostles had, and then con- 
fess your deep need to God, and begin 
to pray and wait, trusting only in the 
Blood of Christ to make you clean, till 
He comes upon you; and when He 
comes upon you and into you, you will 
know it. You will feel Him filling and 
possessing your whole being, and whea 
He has taken full possession, He will 
speak through you in other tongues, 
and then you will know for yourself 
that you have what it is your duty and 
privilege as a minister to have, and 
it is Heaven on earth to live and walk 
and minister in the Holy Ghost. 

Not only ministers need this blessed 
experience, but every child of God. 
For Peter said, on the day of Pentecost, 
‘“‘The promise is unto you and your 
children, and to all that are afar off, 
even as many as the Lord our God shall 
call.” Acts 2:39. Again I say, noth- 
ing can ever take the place of this defi- 
nite experience, and I exhort all to in- 
vestigate this matter, and if convinced 
of their need, to become a seeker and 
continue to be one till the Holy Ghost 
is received according to the Word of 
God.—Pentecosta] Testim

The Sunday School work should never 
be neglected. The family worship, the 
prayer meeting, the preaching service, 
important as they are, can never fill 
the place of the Sunday School. The 
doctrine or commands of Jesus ought 
to be instilled in the minds of the chil- 
dren from infancy. Outside children 
and many times grown up folks can be 
reached through this means that could 
not be brought in touch with the sacred 
truths of the Bible in any other way. 

We are praying God to touch the 
heart of some one or more who has the 
means to make it possible for us to pre- 
pare and publish Sunday School litera- 
ture. We need literature that teaches 
divine healing for the body, sanctifica- 
tion, and the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost, and the speaking with other 
tongues as the Spirit gives utterance, 
as the sign or evidence of the baptism. 


At the annual Assembly held in North 
Carolina in 1906 a discourse was deliv- 
ered on the ‘‘Use of Tobacco,’’ at the 
close of which, after some discussion, 
the Assembly was unanimous in their 
decision to use their influence against 
its use inanytorm. In their written 
statement they said: ‘‘It is offensive to 
those who do not use it; weakens and 
impairs the mind and nervous system; 
is a near relative to drunkenness; bad 
influence and example to the young; 
useless expense, the money for which 
ought to be used to clothe the poor, 
spread the Gospel or make the homes of 
our country more comfortable. And 
we believe its use to be contrary 
to the teaching of Scripture, and as 
Christ is our example we cannot be- 
lieve He would use it in any form or 
under any circumstances.

Tradition, past teaching, and one’s own 
opinions or preconceived ideas will many 
times act as a blindfold until they can- 
not see,

It is now nearly two years since I 
was baptized with the Holy Ghost, and 
as Jesus said we should be witnesses 
unto Him after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon us, I desire to give my tes- 
mony. 

Two devout women, filled with the 
Holy Ghost, came from Indianapolis to 
attend a tent meeting in the suburbs of 
Chattanooga. One was the wife of a 
Methodist minister and a woman of su- 
perior intelligence, the other had been 
a consecrated worker in the Salvation 
Army. I was invited to meet these two 
women at the house of a very dear 
friend, who was much interested in the 
present wonderful outpouring of the 
Spirit with the attendant manifesta- 
tion of speaking in other tongues. 

I had only heard of this movement 
from « preacher who denounced it as 
from the pit. I supposed heknew what 
he was talking about, and gave it little 
thought. On my way to the home of 
this friend, I prayed earnestly that God 
would not let me be deluded, neither let 
me be shut out from any truth. 

As these two women gave their tes- 
timony my friend wept, but I felt very 
cola and critical, and had no sympathy 
with her tears. Several days after this 
I decided to go to the tent to see for 
myself what kind of a gospel they 
preached. It was in the afternoon, and 
only a few persons came. Rev. A. J. 
Tomlinson preached about the angel 
telling Cornelius that Peter would tell 
him words by which he and all his house 
should be saved. I never got away 
from those words ‘‘all thy house.”’ 

All my family were bitterly opposed 
to my attending these meetings, think- 
ing it was ignorance and fanaticism. I 
slipped away with a heavy heart day 
after day, and even alone night after 
night. 

I had been carefully taught that sanc- 
tification is a work of the Spirit con 
tinued throughout a lifetime, and it was 
hard for me to get under the blood for 
cleansing. I received the light while 
at the altar, when a dear sister said, 
«‘Jesus Christ is made unto us wisdom, 
righteousness, sanctification and re- 
demption.” In JESUS CHRIST I 
HAVE sanctification. The waters stood 
in an heap and I passed over. I had 
sent over no spies—had received no re- 
port of the Land—but was not slack to 
go in to possess my inheritance! Oh! 
Now after nearly two years in this 
Blessed Land, possessing the Promise 
of ‘the Father, I can look back to the 
awful battle against those giants—those 
Canaanites with iron chariots. My 
wrestling was not with flesh and blood, 
‘but ‘‘against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the dark- 


ness of this world, against evil spirits 
in the upper air.’’ 

I now understand Luther when he 
threw the ink bottle at the Devil, and 
Bunyan’s Pilgrim when he fought with 
Appolyon. , 

I fasted and prayed many days. Now 
my family began to notice my distress, 
and I saw I must get through quickly 
or I might be overruled. I must have 
the conscious presence of God. All the 
world, its glitter and pride, sank out of 
my view; and my heart panted after 
God. 

One night as I knelt at the altar tar- 
rying for the Holy Ghost some one said, 
“‘Praise Jesus, sister.’’ Ah! I could 
not! I never had praised Jesus in my 
life. It would seem so hollow; and yet 
the Bible says, ‘‘Praise ye the Lord! 
Let everything that hath breath praise 
Him!”’ In a flash it came to me that 
the powers of darkness did not want 
Jesus to be praised, so ! cried out in 
defiance, ‘‘I wilt praise Jesus! Yes, I 
will praise Jesus!’’ I soon was lost to 
all thought of what a spectacle I might 
be making of myself, and praised Jesus 
in a very loud voice. It wasnow eleven
